RESOLVES: 

1* To recommend that, pending establishment of adequate 
arrangements for surveillance and inspection under auspices 
of UN, as one of measures taken accordance Resolution of 
October 23, 1962 there be undertaken such aerial and other 
appropriate surveillance and inspection *»»«! as may be 
necessary assure that all missiles and other weapons with 
any offensive capability are dismantled and withdrawn from 
Cuba and that such weapons are not re -introduced in Cuba;
